THREE GOOD PUDDING 
RECIPES. 


Here is a timely receipt for an in 
expensive plum pudding, Simply mix 
together % pound of flour, % pound 
of suet, % pound of bread-crumbs, % 
pound of eultanas, % pound of French 
plums, stoned and cut up small, % 
pound of candied peel and two table- 
Spoonfuls of sugar. 

Mojsten with a little milk, and add 
enough treacle to make the pudding 
& nice brown, Boil for three hours, 

THEN THY SAUCE, 

Serve with it the following sauce; 
Brandy Butter—Beat together a table- 
spoonful of butter or margarine, and 
four tablespoonfuls of white sugar and 
a desertspoonful of brandy. Beat un- 
til it is crystallized. Then pile on a 
Bimall dish and hand with the plum 
pudding. 

DATE PUDDING: 


To make date pudding mix together 
1-4 pound of flour and 2 ounces of 
chopped suet, add 4 ounces of dates 
which have been stoned and cut up 
fine, 2 ounces of sugar and a little 
grated lemon peel. Beat up one egge 
with one gill of milk, and add it to 
the above ingredients . Pour into a 
{greased mold, and steam for three 


hours. 


TREACLE PUDDING, 


For treacle pudding chop 1-4 pound 


of suet and stir jc into 1-2 pound of 
flour, add half a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder and a pinch of salt. Mix 
fwith water, roll out the paste, and 
line a basin with the suet crust. Put 
in a large tablespoonful of treacle or 
golden syrup, ihen a thin layer of 


crust; repeat till the basin is full. | 


Cover with a cloth, and boll or steam 
for three hours. Turn out and serve 
hot. Thy pudding can be made with 
short pastry and baked one and a half 
hours, $

A great many inquiries have re 
cently come to the Dairy Department 
of the O, A. College regarding the new 


‘regulation from the Canada Food 


Board with reference to the manufac- 
ture of {ce cream, and also as to 
methods of testing 1co cream for fat. 

Order No, 34, section 8, issued by 
the Canadg Wood Board reads: “On 
and after May 1, 1918, no person in 


Canada shali use in the manufacture: 


of {ee cream more than 10 per centum 
of fats, whether of animal or of vege- 
table origin, or more than six pounds 
of cane sugar to elght gallons of ice 
cream,” 

As a result of recent investigations 
made in the Dairy Department of the 
O. A, College by Messrs, MeMillan, 
Parfitt and Miss Millar, of the dairy 
staff, we can recommend the following 
formula or recipe for a bateh or mix 
whieh will produce about eight gal- 
lons of plain fee cream of good qual- 
{ty and which will come within the 
regulations as lald down by the Food 
Board; 

4414 Ibs, (44% gallons) cream testing 
15 per cent, fat. 

11%4 lbs, skimmilk powder, 

6 Ibs, cane sugar—1\ Ibe. sugar may 
be replaced with 2 Ibs, corn syrup. 

4 ounces vanilla extract, 

8 ounces gelatine dissolved in 6 lbs. 
(half gallon) skimmillx. 

The cost of the ingredients in this 
formula will range from 68 to 67 cents 
buying in small quantities. If bought 
Wholesale, the cost would bo less, 

If whole milk and eream are used, 
mixing equal cuantitles of theso will 
produce an Ice cream texting not over 


10 per cent. fat, assuming that ni 


milk and cream are of avernge fat 
contont—8.6 and 18 to 20 par cont, fat, 
respectively. 

Three methods of testing fce croam 


for fat: 

It is neegssary for the tea cream 
ninker to test hig fee cream ocension 
ally to guard against any errors in 
standardizing methoda, Tee cream can 
not be tested for fat in the eame way 
fan the oreinary croam, on account of 
the large percentaze of surer which 
it contaings.

FATHER THAMES. 
Source of the River Is a Matter of 
Dispute, 


The true source of the Thames has 
always been a matter of learned and 
unlearned dispute. Eyen the right 
name or names of the river have 
never been determined. At one part 
it is the Churn, at another the Isis, 
and at another the Thames; and be- 
cause the stretch at Oxford is desig- 


| world beyond. 


nated the Isis, there are those who 
insigt upon the derivation of the word 
“Phames” from the combination of 
“Thames” and “Isis.” But Caesar, tn 
his Commentaries, speaks of the “Ta- 
mesis,”’ while both Dion Cassius and 
Tacitus call it plain, or rather poeti- 
cal, “‘Tamesa”; in fact, there is not 
a single early writer, excepting 
Spencer, in his ‘Faerie Queene,” who 
makes any mention of the ‘Isis.’ The 
early Saxons, on the contrary, dubbed 
the river the Thamis. 

As to the source, one can make a 
choice between the Tweedledum of 
so-called Thames Head, near Ciren- 
cester, and the Tweedledee of Seven 
Springs, near Cheltenham, in the 
Cotswold Hills, and be very little the 
wiser. Old maps plump for Thames 
Head, and so does the name itself, 
for that matter; but leaving aside the 
tradition of centuries or the dogmati- 
cal ideas of cartographers, there is 
the other side of the question at 
Seven Springs. Here a marble slab, 
inserted in a wall, bears a dedicatory 
inscription hailing the . place as 
“Rather Thames,” in flowery Latin: 
“Hic Tuus O Tamesine Pater Septem- 
geminis Fous.” The stone is avyow- 
edly an antique, so that there is am- 
ple evidence for the belief that the 
merry squabble of the past was never 
satisfactorily settled among the 
wiseacres. But to-day Seven Springs 
is undoubtedly the favorite, It gives 
the Thames a greater length and ele- 
wation than the other “source,” 
Thames Head, on Trewsbury Mead, 
which is often devoid of water, either 
flowing or in repose. The spring, in 
other words, is uncertain, But one 
can never say this of Seven Springs, 
where 
scarcely seen, through brilliant green 
The infant waters softly creep. 

_ Seven Springs forms a hollow of a 
grassy bank in a shady country lane. 
At the bottom of the hollow is a 
tiny pool, which fills gently and im- 
perceptibly from its hidden sources. 
An old ash bends over the spot; there 
are a few straggling briers, bits of 
silver weed, and some scattered roots 
of the cranesbill or sparse meadow- 
sweet. A little stream is formed, and 
bets up a faint murmur, so slight 
that the buzzing of a bee or the whir 


of a dragon-fly’s wings may drown | 


it. The current slips away under the 
dedicatory wall into an ornamental 
garden. There it forms a pool of 
clear water, as if the rudimentary 
river were gathering its strength be- 
fore daring to take a peep at the 
As it makes its exit 
from the garden, it begins to form 
its first channel within a miniature 
dell, The sloping ground is, spongy, 
and the grassy banks are thick with 
a color carpet of wild flower, the 
Canterbury bell and mint, the wild 
sage and marjoram, making up an 
infinite variety of blues, violets, and 
pinks, while scarlet poppies blaze in 
the hedges. The little stream threads 
its way through this humble garland 
setting, growing stronger and more 
confident with each moment, Its ca- 
reer of usefulness has already begun, 
The long grasses creep down to its 
edge and almost overwhelm it, while 
the trees thrust their gnarled and 
bared roots into the river bed, The 
ragged line of channel grows wider 
and wider and at last disappears in 
the shade of a thicket of marshy 
copsewood, For some distance the 
stream runs shyly below the level of 
a neighboring road between a line of 
protecting willow, elm, and thorn. 
Pools and ooze give it a sense of 
aloofness, until a narrow rustic foot- 
bridge is reached. The game of hide- 
and-seek here comes to an end, The 
water broadens into wide shallows, 
rippling over cool, waving patches 
of green weed, or races through 
swaying tufts of rushes and forms, 
interknitted channels or backwaters 
out of thickets of sedge. River and 
road no longer hold aloof from one 
another, Round a bend a typical Eng- 
lish village with its church and inn 
{ts ivied rectory and cottages, comes 
into sight, and the young river 
Sweeps across the flelds to meet it.

The Complicated Zeppelin, 


According to notes furnished to a 
London journal by a French officer 
in the construction of the framework 
of a Zeppelin from ten to twelve 
tons of aluminum are employed. The 
covering of the elghteen balloons en- 
closed inside the big outer envelope 
is made of cotton substance, lined 
with goldbeater’s skin, instead of 
with rubber, and the quantity used 
is so large that the intestines of 
30,000 cattle go to the making of 
the material for one Zeppelin, Pach 
of the eighteon balloons {gs fitted with 
a valve, and separated from those on 
each side of it by a funnel to catry 
off the explosive mixture of the hy- 
drogen of the balloons, the oxygen 
of the balloons, the oxygen of the 
air, and the gases given off by the 
engines, When all five motors are 
working together—one contained In 
the forward cur, one in each of the 
two side cars, and two in the rear 
car—the speed attained ig sixty-elght
